CHR business plan needs 
more staff, dollars

Calgary Health Region 
boss Jack Davis is tired of 
naming to catch up with a 
rapidly growing population 
and says it’s time for the 
Region to lead. 

That’s why the CHR’s new 
mission statement, 

announced during the 
Region’s annual Report to 
the Community, is “Leaders 
in Health - A Partner in 
Care." 

As Alberta’s population 
continues to grow, and age, 
hospitals will be faced with 
more chronic diseases and 
operational costs will

mount, said Davis. 

Right now the CHR esti¬ 
mates it costs $7 million a 
day to operate the health¬ 
care system. That amounts 
to roughly $7 per person, 
per day. 

The Region’s budget has 
increased an average of 13 
per cent each year for the 
last five years to keep up 
with population growth. 

But Davis said govern¬ 


ment funding is not even 
close to enough to help 
them catch up, and that 
future success will be 
dependent on provincial 
dollars. 

“If we want to decrease 
wait lists and improve 
access to safe, quality health 
can 1 , then that means com¬ 
mitment,” he said. 

“The public must partner 
with us to improve their

health and well-being, and 
the province mast continue 
to invest in can*.” 

Tin- CHR plans to invest 
$2.5 billion to add 700 IhhIs 
to Calgary hospitals over 
the next five years. 

And dollars will be put 
into rural communities, 
including Didsbury, as well. 

Didsbury and Strathmore 
will l>oth get new long-term 
care facilities, and health 
centres will be placed in 
Cochrane and Airdrie, to 
meet their population 
demands. 

Still, the facilities mean 
nothing without the work¬ 
ers to staff them, said Davis. 

Davis said over the next 
decade the CHR will need 
37,000 health-care profes¬ 
sionals and 3,300 physicians 
to meet the needs of the rap 
idly growing and aging pop¬ 
ulation. 

“To put this into perspec¬ 
tive, if we were to hire all 
the grads in Ail)erta, we still 
wouldn’t be luilfway to our 
goal,” he said. 

“I am calling on the 
province to double the 
number of training spaces 
so young Albertans wanting 
to enter the health-care 
field are not turned away, 
allowing us to build a 
stronger health care system 
for the entire province,” 
said Davis. 

Recruitment campaigns, 
both national and interna¬ 
tional (UK, Ireland, and 
l Jnited Arab Emirates) have 
already begun and will con¬ 
tinue, said Davis. 



BARLEY PLEBISCITE 


The Government of Canada is conducting a plebiscite among Western Canadian producers to give 
them a voice on how they wish to market barley. The plebiscite will take place between February 7 
and March 1 3, 2007. 

Voter Eligibility 

• Each farming entity, whether a single producer, groups, a partnership, cooperatives 
or corporations forming a single operation, will be eligible for one vote. 

• Producers will be required to have produced grain during the past year, and to have 
produced barley in at least one out of the past five years (2002-2006). 

• Producers who are active farmers will be able to be included on the voters' list upon 
declaration of their extenuating circumstances if they had planned to produce a grain 
crop in 2006 but were unable to do so.

I^Lst fall, at the beginning 
of hunting season, one of 
the neighbours phoned 
wanting to be reassured 
that we would be posting 
our land. 

“It's such a shame to 
shoot the deer,” she said, 
“they are so pretty and so 
tame, it's like shooting 
pets.” 

“No," I told her, a bit 
guiltily, “we don't post our 
land and we have never 
had any trouble with the 
men who hunt here.” 

What 1 didn't tell her, is 
that if I knew a few more 
nice, responsible hunters I 
would send them invita¬ 
tions and offer to pay half 
their gas. And, yes, the 
deer are pretty and, yes, 
they are certainly tame. 

So far we have not had 
one tap on the door and 
ask for a cookie, but it's 
only a matter of time. 

They eat the tops of the 
peas, break off the bean 
plants, and browse the let¬ 
tuce; I can t plant gladioli 
because they eat the buds 
as soon as they show 
colour. Gardening is sup¬ 


posed to inspire peace, joy 
and contentment but if 
ever I am found in the gar¬ 
den, dead from a stroke, I 
bet I will be lying among a 
bunch of mutilated gladio¬ 
lus. I might also be found 
near a rose bed, my hands 
clutching a bunch of head¬ 
less stems that only the 
night before held lovely, 
fat, pink, promising rose¬ 
buds. 

If it wasn't so infuriating 
it would make a lovely pic¬ 
ture, the dainty doe as she 
delicately grazes the rose¬ 
buds, her beautiful twin 
babies are watching her 
every move and next year 
they too will share in this 
gourmet treat. “The red 
ones taste of cinnamon,” 
she tells them, “the white 
are a creamy vanilla.” 

One of the hunters that 
had a successful visit with 
us last fall brought out 
some venison jerky and it's 
excellent. I was munching 
a piece this morning when 
I glanced out the window 
and saw a herd of deer in a 
field south of the house. I 
reached for the binoculars 
and counted nine, nice fat 
deer, most of whom 
seemed to be does. Last 


week, coming home from 
town, we saw three differ¬ 
ent herds, for a total of 
about 25 animals. That ’s an 
awful lot of deer and if we 
saw 25 in that small an 
area imagine how many 
there are in the county! 
When my husband was a 
kid the only deer he had 
ever seen were in the zoo. 
Now they are so common¬ 
place that everyone I know 
has hit one on the road and 
deer encounters account 
for millions of dollars in 
body shop work. 

Are the deer here 
because we have crowded 
them out of their natural 
environment or are they 
here because we have 
offered them a wonderful 
new environment that pro¬ 
vides them with all the 
food they could ever need 
on a year-round basis. We 
give them acres of alfalfa 
in the summer, ripe grain 
in the fall, fields of hay 
bales all winter and open 
water where the cows 
come to drink. This is deer 
heaven and they have mul¬ 
tiplied amazingly but 
nature has a way of dealing 
with a surplus and where 
there are lots of deer there 


will also be predators. 
More and more wolves, 
bear and cougars are being 
seen in the country and 
while deer in the garden 
are an irritant I prefer them 
to cougars in the calf pas¬ 
ture. 

On the last Christmas 
morning that my Mom 
spent with us we looked 
out the patio doors and 
watched as eight deer 
walked through the fresh 
white snow, and paused to 
nibble apples from beneath 
the hoar frost covered 
trees. Mom was totally 
enchanted and for this 
alone I guess I can spare a 
few rosebuds but there are 
too many deer in this part 
of the country and proba¬ 
bly not enough hunters. We 
are not going to post our 
land and as long as the 
hunters respect our cattle, 
ask permission and offer 
us the occasional sample 
of jerky they are going to 
be welcome here. 

We did have one bit of 
trouble. A man knocked at 
the door, asked very nicely 
if he could hunt and was 
given permission and 
instruction as where he 
could not go. Then he got 
into his car and despite the 
fact that there Ls half an 
acre of open yard, backed 
into and broke our flagpole. 
He was terribly apologetic 
and offered us money for a 
new post. He never came 
back. I don't suppose he 
was much of a hunter any¬ 
way. 
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Wolf baiting possible 
motive for horse killings

Baiting for wolves is being explored as 
one of the possible motives for the recent 
illegal shooting of feral horses on Crown 
land west of Sundre, says the RCMP offi¬ 
cer leading the inves¬ 
tigation. 

C’pl. Dave Heaslip 
says he has been 
informed that a wolf 
hide, depending on 
quality and demand, 
can bring in between 
$150 and $350. 

“It only makes 
sense that if an indi¬ 
vidual is offered x- 
amount of dollars for wolf pelts, they 
would always be looking to cut down on 
their overhead costs, so if there are wild 
horses, you’ve got free bait there,” said 
Heaslip. 

“I’m not saying that this is it, but this 
might possibly be motive for shooting 
those wild horses,” he said. 

Seven feral horses were shot and left to

rot on Crown land in late December, with 
the bodies discovered in January. It is ille¬ 
gal to shoot the horses at any time. 

Heaslip is exploring several other theo¬ 
ries about the motives behind the horse 
shootings. 

“I haven’t ruled out the foolishness of 
someone who gets out 
there and is driving 
along and figures 
maybe he’s got to shoot 
something or he’s got a 
gun and he sees these 
horses and he bangs 
away at them, being an 
idiot," said Heaslip. 

“I mean look at our 
stop signs, they all got 
a couple of bullet holes 

in them.” 

A $10,000 reward is being offered by the 
Olds-based Wild Horses of Alberta Society 
for information leading to the conviction 
of the person or persons responsible for 
the horse shootings.

When a standardbred 
mare gave birth to a little 
filly at Kaliber Equine 
Services, it seemed like 
any other birth. The feet 
came out, then the body 
and, finally, the head. 

But things got a little 
more interesting when 
the mare licked the baby 
twice, headed for a cor¬ 
ner, had another contrac¬ 
tion, and out popped a 
second foal, a boy. 

In the horse world, 
twins are extremely rare 
because unlike humans, 
and even dogs or cows, 
where only a portion of 
the uterus needs to 
attach to the placenta, 
for a horse the placenta 
needs to attach to the 
entire uterus. Typically a 
second foal doesn’t get 
enough nourishment and 
is either aborted during 


pregnancy, is born dead, 
or dies shortly after¬ 
wards. 

So when this little guy 
was born, he didn’t have 
much of a chance. 

“He was pretty much on 
his way out when the vet 
got here,” said Jenn 
Alliban, who owns 
Kaliber Equine with her 
husband Dan. 

“It wasn’t good.” 

Dan gave the tiny foal 
mouth-to-mouth and he 
started to breathe, but 
had to fight to do it, and 
when the vet looked at 
his eyes, he said, “he’s not 
going to make it." 

But they fought for him 
anyway. They milked the 
mare and tubed him, first 
through the nose, to no 
success, then down his 
throat. 

They took him into the 
house, put him in the dog 
kennel, got out the blow 
dryers and packed him 


with heating pads and 
blankets. 

Mr. T, a Jack Russell, 
stood guard outside the 
kennel, refusing to leave 
his “baby” alone. 

For the next two days, 
Dan, Jenn, and “Little 
Jenn” McLean, who 
works for the Allibans, 
stayed up with the foal. 

“We’d lay a cooler out 
in here (the stall), and 
maybe doze for a half an 
hour or an hour,” said 
McLean. 

“Jenn would sit on a 
stool and he’d sit in her 
lap and drink." 

Mr. T watched it all, 
offering a little lick here 
and there on his nose. 

Then, after much ten¬ 
der loving care, the foal 
was finally able to stand 
on his own. 

Now, about two weeks 
later, he’s still bottle-fed 
for the most part because 
mom gets a little annoyed 
with the sucking and

But he’s come a long 
way, beating the mere 
two per cent chance he 
was given to survive.

If that doesn’t work, 
they’ll cast them for 
awhile. 

“But he can run," said 
Alliban. 

“When he gets out in 
the barn alleyway, he just 
gives ‘er.” 

He and his twin sister 
are natural pacers, mean¬ 
ing they run lateral pairs, 
so their future in harness 
racing looks bright. 

“It’s really neat to see,” 
said Alliban. 

But the horses’ owners 
Jerry and Sharon 
Renkers, who actually 
live in Surrey, B.C., on 
their Lil Dude Ranch, are 
still just so shocked they 
have healthy twins that 
they won’t think about 
that for awhile.

The Chinook’s Edge School Division wants students 
to keep their air guns and replica firearms at home. 

During the board’s monthly meeting on Wednesday, 
trustees voted to send letters to Alberta’s Solicitor 
General and to parents to express concerns with stu¬ 
dents bringing so-called Airsoft guns to class. 

Airsoft guns - which are modelled to look like exist¬ 
ing handguns, rifles and submachine guns except for a 
bright orange cap on front - are too easily mistaken 
for real guns, said Jim Gibbons, superintendent of 
Chinook’s Edge. 

“I would hate to think a youngster in public walking 
down the street would he mistaken for carrying a real 
weapon, and have some unintended consequence. 
That’s one of the messages we want to get to parents,” 
said Gibbons. 

The guns use compressed air to fire plastic BBs. 

Allowing the guns in schools gives the wrong mes¬ 


sage about public safety and proper firearm use, he 
said. 

“In my mind there is absolutely no place for one of 
these guns in school,” he said. “You do not need to be 
shooting at each other. I think with very young kids, in 
particular, they don’t always know the line between 
what they see on TV and in video games and what’s 
reality. 


“1 don’t think we need to be teaching them 
to carry or point or shoot some sort of a 
weapon at anyone no matter what. That’s our 
view." 

In its letter to the Attorney General, the 
division will also call on the government to 
regulate Airsoft guns, which can currently be 
purchased without a licence by anyone. 

“I would like to see them fall under some of 
the same regulations as regular guns,” he 
said. “So you would have to be of age and 
have to go through the whole safety training 
thing of handling the gun and appropriate 
use and everything like that If they are going 
to be sold, they need to be regulated." 

There have been two recent incidents involving air¬ 
soft guns in Chinook’s Edge, he said. 

In one case, Red Deer RCMP officers were called to 
property adjacent to River Glen School in Red Deer 
after several youths were seen brandishing what staff 
thought was a firearm. 

Police affected an armed takedown, arresting the 
youths. The weapon turned out to be an Airsoft gun. 

The 40-school Chinook’s Edge School Division 
includes schools in Didsbury, Carstairs, Olds, Innisfail, 
and Sundre.
